1* Subject of Personnel Kerorandum 272 informed CL ^ that 

he has certain contacts in Finland, apparently left over from his wartime 
work for the ibwehr in that area* 272 surges ted that these contacts be 
utilised in connection with the JBUDDtE net for the LCPRWL-Apparat. 

2, told 272 upon my instructions that this proposal was 

entirely impracticable because on the one side we don’t want to expand 
any contacts beyond outside Germany and on the other band Finland was in 
as much of a precarious situation as 'Je stern Germany and therefore not 
fit as an outside contact point In the event of JBUMPIRE* 

3* I wonder however whether you wouldn’t want to utilise these 
Finnish contacts for some other purpose, presumably to turn them over to 
the appropriate ZiCACTUS station. 272 told C J also that the subject 
of personnel Memorandum 33C nlfht be willing so go to Finland to live there, 
d ^2 suggested that the 01yn*>ic Games in Finland next year might permit 
330 to establish suitable cover there. 

li, tbs * turnover* of these contacts would of course present a 
difficult problem. I suppose- that 272 would have to take a trip there and 
renew his personal contacts in order to turn them over to sow body else. 

Thin however can be arranged from our end. In the meantime, I have 
instructed £1 JJto obtain particulars on the persons involved (at the 
moment we have wuy a few names without first names and without addresses).
